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‘Those words are the sheet- 
anchor of my soul? said Hedley 
Vicars, a gallant young Army 
officer, as he sat talking to his 
sweetheart in the handsome draw- 
ing-room at Terling Place. 


‘Those words are more golden 
than gold!’ claimed Miss Frances 
Ridley Havergal, and she ordered 
that they should be inscribed upon 
her tomb. 


‘Those words did give a great 
ease to my spirit’ John Bunyan 
tells us. 


‘Those words,’ said old Donald 
Menzies, the mystic of Drum- 
tochty, ‘those words fell upon me 
like a gleam from the Mercy- 
seat!’ 

What words? Let us return to 
Hedley Vicars! He was only 
twenty-eight when he fell, leading 
his regiment—the Ninety-seventh 
—in action before Sebastopol. The 
enemy attacked suddenly under 
cover of the darkness. “The men 
of the Ninety-seventh behaved 
with the utmost gallantry and 
coolness,’ said Lord Raglan, in the 
historic dispatch that reached 
England on Good Friday, 1855. 
“They were led by Captain Vicars, 
who, unfortunately, lost his life 
in the engagement; and I am 
assured that nothing could be 
more distinguished than the gal- 
lantry and good example which 
he set to the detachment under 
his command.’ His_ biographer 
tells us that it was more than 
three years earlier—in November, 
1851—that, whilst awaiting in 
his room the return of a brother 
officer, he idly turned over the 
leaves of a Bible which lay on 
the: table. The words, ‘The blood 
of Jesus Christ, his Son, cleanseth 
us from all sin, caught his eyes 
and profoundly impressed his mind. 
‘Tf, he said, as he closed the 
sacred Volume, ‘if this be true, 
I will henceforth live by the grace 
of God as a man should live who 
has been redeemed by the blood of 
Jesus Christ.’ That night he could 
scarcely sleep; the great words 
repeated themselves again and 
again within his throbbing brain; 
they seemed too good to be true.

The Eternal Security 
of the Believer

D. L. Moody Memorial Church, Chicago 


Can a Believer Ever Be Lost? 


It has been announced that I will speak to you on a 
subject which has occasioned a good deal of controversy 
among the people of God. I want to take as a starting-point 
—not exactly as a text, because we shall be looking at a good 
many Scriptures—Romans 8:38,39. 


“For I am persuaded that neither death, nor life, nor 
angels, nor principalities, nor powers, nor things present, nor 
things to come, nor height, nor depth, nor any other creature, 
shall be able to separate us from the love of God, which 1s in 


ChristJesus our Lord.” 


This is the inspired answer to 
the question of verse 35: “Who 
shall separate us from the love of 
Christ?” That is, once we are 
Christians, once we know the love 
of Christ, once we have been justi- 
fied by faith, who is there, what 
power is there, that can separate 
from the love of Christ? And the 
answer, how full, how clear, not 
a shadow, not a doubt, not a ques- 
tion left, when the apostle says 
that neither death nor life shall 
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“Now when he had left speaking, he said unto Simon, 
Launch out into the deep, and let down your nets for a 
draught. And Simon answering said unto him, Master, we 


have toiled all the night, and have taken nothing: 


never- 


theless at thy word I will let down the net. And when 
they had this done, they inclosed a great multitude of 
fishes: and their net brake. And they beckoned unto their 
partners, which were in the other ship, that they should 
come and help them. And they came, and filled both the 


ships, so that they began to 


sink. When Simon Peter saw 


it, he fell down at Jesus’ knees, saying, Depart from me; for 
I am a sinful man, O Lord.

I think all of us would be glad 
for people who are especially un- 
fortunate and have nowhere else 
to turn, to have reasonable care, 
whether it be orphan children, or 


sick people who have no kinfolks, _ 


or aged people, who by reason 
of age are unable to work.

The Oificial Genealogy of Jesus 


By Evangelist John R. Rice 


2 Abraham begat Isaac; and 
Isaac begat Jacob; and Jacob be- 
gat Judas and his brethren; 

3 And Judas begat Phares and 
Zara of Thamar; and Phares be- 
gat Esrom; and Esrom begat 
Aram; 

4 And Aram begat Aminadad; 
and Aminadab begat Naasson; 
and Naasson begat Salmon; 

5 And Salmon begat Booz of 
Rachab; and Booz begat Obed of 
Ruth; and Obed begat Jesse; 

6 And Jesse begat David the 


wife of Urias; 

7 And Solomon begat Roboam; 
and Roboam begat Abia; and Abia 
begat Asa;

here (vs. 16) is Jacob. Joseph was 
evidently son-in-law of Heli, the 
father of Mary (Luke 3:23). No- 
tice the words printed in italics 
which were not in the original 
manuscripts but inserted by the 
translators to make sense, and 
rightly so. The two genealogies 
are not the same. The Scofield 
Reference Bible properly says: 


In Matthew, where unquestionably 
we have the genealogy of Joseph, we 
are told (1. 16) that Joseph was the 


generation the son both of Jacob and 
of Heli. But in Luke it is not said that 
Heli begat Joseph, so that the natural 
explanation is that Joseph was the son- 
in-law of Heli, who was, like himself, 
a descendant of David. That he should 
in that case be called ‘‘son of Heli’’ 
(‘‘son’’ is not in the Greek, but rightly 
supplied by the translators) would be 
in accord with..Jewish -usage (cf. I 
Sam. 24. 16). The conclusion is there- 
fore inevitable that in Luke we have 
Mary’s. genealogy; and Joseph was 
‘‘son of Heli’’ because espoused to 
Heli’s daughter. The genealogy in Luke 
is Mary's, whose father, Heli, was 
descended from David. 


Notice that the official gene- 
alogy here in Matthew runs back 
through the line of reigning kings 
from Jechonias (vs. 12), otherwise 
called Jehoiachin, or Coniah, back 
to Solomon and David (vss. 6, 


So while it is the official gene-. 
alogy of Jesus, it is not His literal 
genealogy, could not be! No person 
descended from Jechonias could 
ever reign on David’s throne. 
Joseph was descended from Con- 
iah, so could not be the father of 
Jesus, if Jesus is to reign on Dav- 
id's throne as promised. This 
shows how both Old and New. 
Testaments teach that Jesus was 
born of a virgin, without a human 
father, and that Joseph could not 
have been the real father of Jesus. 


From Abraham to David are in- 
cluded in both genealogies. Both 
Mary and Joseph were descended 
from David. And Jesus was both 
officially and literally of the seed 
of David and of Abraham; offic- 
ially through His foster father, 
Joseph, and literally through His 
real mother, Mary. 


Do not fail to prayerfully medi- 
tate on this wonderful genealogy 
in Matthew 1:2-16. Notice the fol- 
lowing points of  blessing—(1) 


(Rachab, vs. 5), Ruth the Moabi- 
tess (vs. 5), and the wives of 
others of these men. (2) Certain 
women are called by name: Tam- 
ar (Thamar, vs. 3), Rahab, Ruth, 
Bath-sheba, “her that had been 
the wife of Urias” (vs. 6). (3) Of 
these women three were harlots 
or adulteresses: Tamer (Gen. 38), 
Rahab (Josh. 6), and Bath-sheba 
(II Sam. 11). (4) In the genealogy 
are kings and paupers, saints and 
the vilest sinners; for instance, 
study the life of wicked Manasseh 
(Manasses, II Kings 21:1-18 and II 
Chron.

not following Christ. If you are 
not following Christ, you sin. 


In Matthew 28:18-20 the Lord 
Jesus said, “All power is given 
unto me in heaven and in earth. 
Go ye therefore, and teach all na- 
tions, baptizing them in the name 
of the Father, and of the Son, 
and of the Holy Ghost: Teaching 
them to observe all things whatso- 
ever I have commanded you: and, 
lo, I am with you alway, even un- 
to the end of the world.” In Mark 
16:15 the Lord Jesus said, “Go ye 
into all the world, and preach the 
gospel to every creature.” If you 
are not preaching the Gospel you 
are disobedient, and you sin. “Oh,” 
but you say, “I can’t preach.” You 
can. Look at the word “preach.” 
Remove the letter p, and you have 
reach. Remove the letter r, and 
you have each. To preach, is to 
reach each of your family and 
friends for Christ. Are you doing 
it? 

In Ezekiel 3:17-19 it is written, 
“Son of man, I have made thee 
a watchman unto the house of 
Israel: therefore hear the. word 
at my mouth, and give them warn- 
ing from me. When I say unto 
the wicked, Thou shalt surely die; 
and thou givest him not warning, 
nor speakest to warn the wicked 
from his wicked way, to save his 
life; the same wicked man shall 
die in his iniquity; but his blood 
will I require at thine hand, Yet 
if thou warn the wicked, and he 
turn not from His wickedness, nor 
from his wicked way, he shall die 
in his iniquity; but thou hast de- 
livered thy soul.” If you give no 
warning to the wicked, to save his 
soul, you sin. You are guilty of 
soul-slaughter, and the blood of 
that soul is on your hand. 


Many of your family and friends 
have died. Some of them now 
damned and doomed. You walked 
and talked with them. You ate 
and drank with them. You laughed 
and wept with them. You play- 
ed and worked with them. But you 
did not win or warn them. They 
are now, at this very moment, suf- 
fering unutterable and unending 
pain—tortured by the flame that is 
never quenched and tormented by 
the worm that never dies, because 
you did not save them. It is your 
fault. You are to blame. Their 
blood is on your hand. You have 
sinned. 


How great is the need to fall 
down at Jesus’ knees, as did Peter 
and confess, “I am a sinful man, 
O Lord.” (Luke 5:8). It is written 
in I John 1:9 “If we confess our 
sins, he is faithful and just to 
forgive us our sins, and to cleanse 
us from all unrighteousness.” God 
will forgive us for the past, but we 
must do better for the present 
and the future. I do not want to 
live in sin by failing to save souls 
for whom He died, do you? I want 
to be numbered among the soul 
winners of whom it is written, 


They watch for souls for which 
the Lord 
Did heavenly bliss forego; 
For souls that must forever live 
In rapture or in woe. 


We can do nothing for the souls 
that are now suffering in Hell. 
But we can do something to Keep 
others from going there. Some are 
now walking.on the slippery places 
of sin. They are deceived by the 
Devil, tied by their transgressions 
and are headed for Hell. Others 
are now tottering on the brink of 
the grave with but a step between 
them and eternity. Hell is opening 
its mouth to receive them. Soon 
they will sink lower and lower in- 
to the boiling, bottomless pit, 
weeping and wailing as they de- 
scend, to be punished with ever- 
lasting destruction from the pres- 
ence of the Lord! Oh, do something 
desperate now to save them—now 
while they may yet receive par- 
don and peace, hope and Heaven, 
Jesus and joy! 

To catch men you must be clean. 
In Luke 5:2 it is written, “the 
fishermen . . . were washing their 
nets.” You and I are pockets in 
the great gospel net. My life must 
be clean. Your life must be clean. 
Look into your life, your net, Is 
there any dirt of doubt? Is there 
any rubbish of rebellion? Is there 
any undergrowth of unChristlike- 
ness? Is there any slime of selfish- 
ness? Are there any weeds of 
worldliness? If so, you can’t catch 
men. You can’t ‘save souls.

We kept on until the 
gambling spirit so possessed me 
that on the trains I would induce 
fellow-passengers to play, and 
would fleece them out of their 
money, and then get off at the 
next station. Until you, yourself, 
get right with God you are the 
last one on earth to ask me to 
become a Christian.” Silently and 
shamefully she walked away. Pres- 
ently a little old lady came up to 
him, She was his washer-woman, 
and her life was as clean as the 
newly washed clothes. Weeping she 
asked him to become a Christian, 
and he received the Lord Jesus 
Christ as his Saviour.

2. The Plan: Launch Out,

In Luke 5:4 it is written, 
“T.aunch out into the deep, and let 
down your nets for a draught.”

You must launch 
out. If you do not launch out into 
the deep to save souls you are not 
worthy to be a teacher, or an of- 
ficer, or a leader, or a worker, or 
even a church member. 


Firemen do not sit down in their 
fire stations and wait for the fires 
to be brought to them to be put 
out. Nurses do not sit down in 
their homes and wait for the pati- 
ents to be brought to them to be 
cared for. Hunters do not sit down 
in their homes and wait. for the 
game to come to them to be 
caught. Neither do fishermen sit 
in their homes and wait for the 
fish to come to them. Can you 
imagine a lifeguard sitting in his 
perch, and shouting to the one 
who is perishing, “Say, you that 
are perishing! Come to my life 
saving station and I'll save you!” 
Oh, no! He goes out. Can you do 
less?

3. The Performance; With All 
Your Heart 


In Luke 5:5 it is written, “Si- 
mon answering said unto him, 
Master, we have toiled all the 
night, and have taken nothing; 
nevertheless at thy word I will 
let down the net.” Can it be that 
you, too, have toiled all the night 
and have taken nothing? “But,” 
you say, “I have attracted sinners 
to our services.” You may have, 


yet if you have not attached 
them to your. Saviour you 
have taken nothing, you have 


failed. “But,” you say, “I have 
been instrumental in_ leading 
people into the building.” You may 
have, yet if you have not been 
instrumental in leading people in 
being born again you have 
taken nothing, you have fail- 
ed. “But,” you say, “I have solicit- 
ed savings for-our church.” You 
may have, yet if you have not 
saved souls for your Christ you 
have taken nothing, you have fail- 
ed. If you, as a church member 
or church officer, if you as a 
choir member or Christian work- 
er have not led souls to the 
Saviour, you have ‘failed. Just as 
pain is a danger signal warning 
of some evil at work in the body, 


so failure is a danger signal warn- 
ing of some evil at work in the 
soul. If you have not turned from 
the world, it may be the evil of 
an unseparated life. If you have 
not turned to the Lord’s mastery, 
it may be the evil of an un- 
surrendered life. 


Peter said, ‘““Master.” That word 
carries the thought of captain or 
commander. I believe when Peter 
said, “Master,” he meant, “Lord 
Jesus, I submit myself to Thy 
mastery. I yield not only my boats, 
but my business and my body unto 
Thee.” Then he continued, “At 
thy word I will let down the net.” 
When you offer all to. the Lord, 
you will be obedient to the Lord. 
You cannot separate surrender 
from service nor from soul win- 
ning. 

Many years ago a young man 
got a glimpse of souls that were 
perishing. He hurried home and 
said to his wife, “Darling, I have 
given myself, and I have given 
you and the children to the service 
of sick souls.” Together they 
knelt and surrendered themselves 
to the Lord. Later he was asked, 
“What is the secret of your suc- 
cess?”’ That man, General William 
Booth, said, 

“God has had all there was of 
me to have. There have been men 
with greater opportunities; but 
from the day I got the poor of 
London on my heart, and a vision 
of what Jesus Christ could do, I 
made up my mind that God would 


have all there was of William 
Booth. And if there is anything of 
power in the Salvation Army to- 
day, it is because God has had 
all the adoration of my heart, all 
the power of my will, and all the 
influence of my life.” 

Do as he did, Christian. Just 
now let go and let God have all 
there is of you, and then launch 
out into the deep and let down 
your net! 


The Payment; God’s Way 
Brings Results 

In Luke 5:6 and 7 it is written, 
“When they had this done, they 
inclosed a great multitude of 
fishes: and their net brake. And 
they beckoned unto their partners, 
which were in the other ship, 
that they should come and help 
them.

These two men—Job and John— 
present us, first with a comparison, 
and then with a contrast, It is in-

Job thought of it as a con- 
taminating thing. He felt that his 
soul was soiled. ‘What shall I do?’ 
he cried, ‘what shall I do? If I 
bathe myself in snow water and 
wash my hands never so clean, yet 
shalt Thou plunge me in the ditch 
and mine own clothes shall abhor 
me!) Every day of his life he 
thought he heard, morning and 
noon and night, the awful Voice 
of the Most High. “Though thou 
wash thee with niter, and take 
thee much soap, yet thine iniquity 
is marked before me, saith the 
Lord God.’ He felt as Macbeth 
felt when advised to cleanse the 
stain from his guilty hands.

Job was like the old lama, in 
Rudyard Kipling’s Kim, who, year 
after year, wandered through 
cities and rice-fields, over the hills 
and across the plains, always 
searching in vain, for the River, 
the River of the Arrow, ‘the river 
that could cleanse from sin! © 

John, on the other hand, thought 
of sin as a condemning thing. The 
great word ‘condemnation’ occurs 
on almost every page of his writ- 
ings. He feels that every man’s 
sin carries its own conviction. It 
is like finger-print evidence; it 
speaks for itself; it needs no long 
procession of corroborating wit- 
nesses. There it is! It tells its own 
terrible tale, and there is no 
gainsaying it.

And yet, looked at in another 
way, the thoughts of these two 
men stand in sharp and striking 
contrast, the one with the other. 
‘I have sinned, cried Job; ‘what 
shall I do? What shall I do?’ 

But there is no reply. In the 
course of the stupendous drama 
that bears his name, Job scours 
sea and land, earth and sky, for 
some answer to the wild question- 
ings of his soul. He climbs. the 
summits of the loftiest mountains 
and treads the labyrinth of the 
deepest mine; he calls to the 
heights of the heavens and to the 
depths of the sea. But there is no 
answering voice, and he is left to 
nurse his dumb and piteous des- 
pair. Every attempt that he makes 
to rid his soul of its defilement is 
like the effort of a man who, in 
trying to remove the stain from 
his window, rubs on the wrong side 
of the glass. 

But, in contrast with all this, 
John saw the Cross! How could 
he ever forget it?. Had he not 
stood beside it, gazed into the 
thorn-crowned face, and received 
from those quivering lips their

who shall attempt to solve the 
dark, inscrutable, inpenetrable 
mystery of the Cross? 
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But it is! Experience proves it! 
In the course of his dazzling 
Apocalypse, John tells us that he 
saw a war being waged in Heaven; 
and the hosts of righteousness 
overcame their powerful and sinis- 
ter foes by the virtue of the blood 
of the Lamb. I do not know what 
he means---never expect to know 
in this world. But I know that, 
in this life, something very like 
it happens every day. 

Martin Luther says that, in one 
of his periods of depression at 
Wartburg, it seemed to him that 
he saw a hideous and malignant 
form inscribing the record of his 
own transgressions round the walls 
of his room. There seemed to be 
no end to the list—sins of thought, 
sins of word, sins of deed, sins of 
omission, sins of commission, 
secret sins, open sins—the piti- 
less scribe wrote on and on in- 
terminably. Whilst the accuser 
was thus occupied, Luther bowed 
his head and prayed. When he 
looked up again, the writer had 
paused, and, turning, faced him. 

‘Thou hast forgotten just one 
thing!’ said Luther. 

‘And that—?’

“Take thy pen once more and 
write across it all: “The blood of 
Jesus Christ, his Son, cleanseth 
us from all sin!” ’? And, at the 
utterance of those words, the spirit 
vanished and the walls were clean! 

In his Grace Abounding, Bunyan 
tells us of a period in his life 
during which his soul seemed to

this: ‘I have been reading of a 
man on the Malabar coast who 
had inquired of many devotees and 
priests as to how he might make 
atonement for his sins. At last he 
was directed to drive iron spikes, 
sufficiently blunted, through his 
sandals, and on these spikes he 
was to place his naked feet and 
then walk a distance of five hund- 
red miles. He undertook the jour- 
ney, but loss of blood and exhaus- 
tion of body compelled him to 
rest one day under the shade of a 
spreading tree.

He announc- 
ed as his theme the words: “The 
blood of Jesus Christ, his Son, 
cleanseth us from all sin.” Whilst 
the evangelist still preached, the 
man sprang up, tore off his san-

we mean? We mean that once 
a poor sinner has been regenerat- 
ed by the Word and the Spirit 
of God, once\he has received a 
new life and a new nature, has 
been made partaker of the divine 
nature, once he has been justified 
from every charge before the 
throne of God, it is absolutely 
impossible that that man should 
ever again be a lost soul. Having 
said that, let me say what we 
do not mean when we speak of 
the eternal security of the be- 
liever. 

We do not mean that it nec- 
cessarily follows that if one pro- 
fesses to be saved, if he comes 
out to the front in a meeting, 
shakes the preacher’s hand, and 
says he accepts the Lord Jesus 
Christ as his Saviour, that that 
person is eternally safe. It does 
not mean that if one joins a 
church or makes a profession of 
faith, is baptized, becomes a 
communicant, takes an interest in 
Christian work, that that person 
is forever secure. It does not 
mean that because one manifests 
certain gifts and exercises these 
gifts in Christian testimony, that 
that person is necessarily eter- 
nally secure. 

Our Lord Jesus Christ said to 
the people of His day, as record- 
ed in Matthew 7:21-23: 


“Not every one that saith unto 
me, Lord, Lord, shall enter into 
the kingdom of heaven; but he 
that doeth the will of my Father 
which is in heaven. Many will say 
to me in that day, Lord, Lord, 
have we not. prophesied in thy 
name? and in thy name have cast 
out devils? and in thy name done 
many wonderful works? And then 
will I profess unto them, I never 
knew you: depart from me, ye 
that work inquity.” 

Such people then may have 
been very active in what is called 
Christian work—they have 
preached, they. have cast out de- 
mons, that is, their influence has 
been such that men and women 
have found deliverance from sa- 
tanic power through their minis- 
trations in the name of Jesus, they 
have professed with their lips, they 
have accomplished many wonder- 
ful works, but they are found in 
that day among the lost, and when 
they plead their great activity and 
their earnestness in Christian 
testimony, the Lord says to them, 
“I never knew you.” Notice, He 
does not say to them, “I used to 
know you, but you have forfeited 
My favor and I do not know you 
any longer.” He says, “I never 
knew you.” 


The Sheep of Christ 


You remember how He speaks 
of His own in John 10: 27-30: 

“My sheep hear my voice, and I 
know them, and they follow me: 
and I give unto them eternal life; 
and they shall never perish, 
neither shall any man pluck them 
out of my hand. My Father, which 
gave them me, is greater than all; 
and no man is able to pluck them 
out of my Father’s hand. I and 
my Father are one.” 


Of His own He says, “I know 
them.” Of these others, in spite of 
all their activity, in spite of all 
their accomplishments, He says in 
the day of judgment, “I never 
knew you.” That is a very solemn 
thing. That answers a question 
that is frequently put to us. I do 
not know how many times I have 
had individuals come to me with a 
hypothetical case like this: “‘Sup- 
pose a man who joined the church, 
who professed to be saved, who 
for a number of years was a very 
active Christian worker, perhaps 
a Sunday School teacher, perhaps 
an elder or a deacon in the 
church, maybe a minister; but 
after some years of apparent con- 
sistent Christian living and help- 
fulness in testimony he turns his 
back on it all, returns to the 
world, and utterly repudiates 
Christianity and now denies in 
toto the gospel he once professed. 
How does that square with your 
doctrine of the eternal security 
of the believer?” 

That does not touch the matter 
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at all. The Apostle John tells us 
how we are to understand a 
case like that. He says in the 
second chapter and the nineteenth 
verse of his first Epistle, “They 
went out from us, but they were 
not of us; for if they had been of 
us, they would no doubt have con- 
tinued with us: but they went 
out, that they might be made 
manifest that they were not all 
of us,” or literally, “that they 
were not altogether of us.” That 
is, it is possible to do all the 
things that I have spoken of 
and yet never be regenerated. It 
is quite possible to join a church, 
to make a Christian profession; 
it is quite possible to observe 
the Christian ordinances, to teach 
and to preach, and yet never be 
born again. If one teaches and 
preaches the truth, it will produce 
good results, and will do men good 
whether the teacher or the 
preacher be real or not, for it is 
the truth that God uses. Of course 
He can use the truth to better 
advantage when it is proclaimed 
by a holy man living to the 
glory of God than when it is 
proclaimed by a hypocrite. Never- 
theless, God uses His truth re- 
gardless of who may proclaim 
it, and that explains how people 
may do mighty works in the name 
of Christ and yet never be born 
again.

The Eternal Security .. . 


the people. Why? Because those 
sacrifices could never take away 
sin, they simply covered sin for 
the time being. 


But we are told in the tenth 
chapter of Hebrews that when 
the Lord Jesus Christ came into 
the world and offered Himself 
without spot to God, the effect 
of His sacrifice was eternal. Verse 
14 makes this clear: “For by one 
offering He hath perfected for 
ever them that are sanctified.” 
Perfected for how long? “Qh,” 
says somebody, “as long as they 
are faithful.’’ No, that is not what 
it says. “He hath perfected for 
ever.”’ Why? Because the sacrifice 
is all-efficacious. 


I am sure my. brethren who 
deny the doctrine of the eternal 


}| security of the believer .do not 


realize that in so doing they are 
putting a slight upon the finished 
work of Christ, they are reducing 
the sacrifice of Christ practical- 
ly to the level of the offerings 
of bulls and goats in the Old 
Testament dispensation. I am sure 
they do not mean to do that, for 
they love their Lord just as truly 
as, I trust, I love Him, and they do 
not want to dishonor Him. But they 
are afraid that this doctrine will 
lead people to be careless about 
their lives, and therefore they 
stress the possibility of a man’s los- 
ing his salvation after he has 
once been justified by faith. But 
they do not pursue that to its 
logical conclusion, they do not 
see that it is a practical denial 
of the finished work of our Lord 
Jesus Christ. We are saved eter- 
nally because the _ sacrifice of 
Christ abides. 

When I came to the Lord Je- 
sus Christ and put my trust in 
Him, not only were all my sins 
up to the day of my conversion 


forgiven, but all my sins were 
put away for eternity. When a 
young Christian, I was taught 
something like this: I thought 
when I was converted that all my 
sins, from the time of dawning ac- 
countability up to that night when 
I put my trust in the Lord Jesus, 
were put away, and now God had 
given me a new start, and if I 
could only keep the record clean 
to the end of my life, I would get 
to Heaven; but I did not keep it 
clean, I ceased to be a Christian 
and I had to get converted all 
over again. Every time this. hap- 
pened the past was under the 
blood, but I had to keep the re- 
cord clean for the future. What 
a God-dishonoring view of the a- 
tonement of Christ that is! If 
only those of my sins that were 
committed up to the moment of 
my conversion were put away by 
the atoning blood of Jesus, what 
possible way would there be by 
which sins I have confessed after 
that could. be dealt with? The 
only ground on which God could 
forgive sin is that Jesus settled 
for all upon the cross, and when 
I trust Him, all that He has done 
goes down to my account. 


What of Future Sins? 


A lady came to me one day 
and said, “ I do not get you there. 
I can quite understand that Christ 
died for the sins I committed up 
to the night of my conversion, but 
do you mean to tell me that 
Christ died for my future sins?” 

I said, “How many of your sins 
were in the past when Christ died 
on the cross?’ 

She looked puzzled for a mo- 
ment, and then the light broke 
in, and she said, “How foolish I 
have been! Of course they were 
all future when Jesus died for me. 
I had not committed any> of 
them,” 

God saw all your sins, and He 
laid upon Jesus all your iniquity, 


and therefore, when you trusted

Now Outnumber 
Churches in U. 8S. 


Dr. Caradine R. Hooton, execu- 
tive director of the Methodist 
Board of Temperance, has asked 
the nation to consider the impli- 
cations inherent in the fact that 
there are ‘141,733 more saloons, 
bars, cocktail lounges and liquor 
stores than the combined total of 
churches, synagaogues and tem- 
ples.” 

Moreover, he asserts, ‘Church 
building is running a losing race 
with saloon building.” 

Dr. Hooton quoted Internal 
Revenue Service figures showing 
that as of June 30, 1955, there 
were 277,466 retail liquor dealers 
and 164,323 retail beer dealers 
doing business in a grand total of 
441,789 establishments dispensing 
alcohol. But the latest issue of 
the Yearbook of American Church- 
es, he pointed out, lists the total 
number of religious  establish- 
ments at 300,056. He emphasized 
the fact that more than 5,000 new 
liquor outlets were opened in the 
three months ending June _ 30, 
while the number of churches in- 
creased by only 5,697 over the en- 
tire year of 1954, |

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Him, you were justified freely 
from all things. Do you say, ‘Does 
it make no difference then if a 
believer sins?” That is another 
question, and it would take a 
whole evening to go into that, 
but here is the point—the moment 
you trust the Lord Jesus as your 
Saviour, your responsibility as a 
sinner’s having to do with the God 
of judgment is ended for eternity, 
but that same moment your re- 
sponsibility as a child having to do 
with a Father in Heaven begins. 
Now if as a child you should sin 
against your Father, God will 
have to deal with you about that, 
but as a Father and not as a 
Judge. That is a line of truth 
that stands by itself, and does 
not contradict what I am now 
teaching. It explains some things 
that bewilder people when this 
doctrine is brought before them. 


The Spirit’s Perseverance 

In the second place, we base 
the doctrine of the eternal secur- 
ity of the believer upon the perse- 
verance and omnipotent power of 
the Holy Spirit of God. Look at 
the first chapter of the Epistle 
to the Philippians. Writing to 
these saints, the apostle says, 
when he thanks them for their 
fellowship in the gospel from the 
first day until now, “Being con- 
fident of this very thing, that He 
which hath begun a good work 
in you will perform it until the 
day of Jesus Christ.’’ Do you see 
that? Who began the good work 
in you if you are a believer in the 
Lord Jesus? The Holy Spirit of 
God. It was He who convicted 
you of sin, it was He who led 
you to put your trust in Christ, 
it was He who through the Word 
gave you the witness that you 
were saved, it is He who has been 
conforming you to Christ since 
you first trusted the Lord Jesus. 
Having thus taken you up in 
grace, the Holy Spirit has a de- 
finite purpose in view. He is go- 
ing eventually to conform you ful- 
ly to the image of the Lord Jesus 
Christ, and He never begins a 
work that He does not intend 
to finish. “Being confident of this 
very thing, that He which hath 
begun a good work in you will 
perform it until the day of Je- 
sus Christ.’”’ If when you were a 


poor sinner the Holy Spirit had 


power sufficient to break down 
your opposition to God and to 
bring to an end your unbelief 
and rebellion, do you think for 
one moment that He does not 
have power enough to subdue 
your will as a believer and to 
carry on to completion the work 
that He began? 


People say, ‘I see you believe in 
that old Baptist doctrine of ‘Once 
in grace, always in grace.’ ” Or 
another says, ‘ I understand you 
hold that old Presbyterian idea 
of ‘The final perseverance of the 
saints.’ ’’ I do not know why this 
should be called either Baptist 
or Presbyterian, only to the ex- 
tent that Baptists and Presbyter- 
ians agree with the Book, and 
the Word of God clearly shows 
that once God takes us up in 
grace nothing can separate us 
from the love of Christ, so that 
evidently the expression, “Once in 
grace, always in grace,” is a per- 
fectly correct one. But, on the 
other hand, I am not so enthusi- 
astic about the other expression, 
“The perseverance of the saints.” 
I believe in it, I believe that all 
saints, all really belonging to God, 
will persevere to the end, for the 
Book tells me, ‘He that shall en- 
dure unto the end, the same shall 
be saved” (Matt. 24:13), and if 
a man starts out and makes a 
profession but gives it all up, he 
will never be saved, because he 
was never born again to begin 
with, he was never truly changed 
by grace divine. On the other 
hand, the reason he endures to 
the end is not because of any 
particular perseverance of his own. 
What I believe in, and what the 
Word of God clearly teaches, is 
the perseverance of the Holy 
Spirit. When He begins a work, 
He never gives up until it is 
completed. That is our confidence. 


Experience and Faith 

Forty-three years ago the Spirit 
of God in grace led me to trust 
the Lord Jesus Christ. I have 
had many ups-and-downs since 
then, as the old folks used to 
sing in a colored camp meeting I 
attended: 


“TIT am sometimes up and some- 
times down, 


But still my soul am heavenly ° 


bound.” 


I have had varied experiences, 
but the wonderful thing is -this, 
the Holy Spirit of God has never 
given me up; and if at times 
I have been wayward and wilful 
and did not immediately bow be- 
fore God and repent of my way- 


wardness and wilfulness, then I | 


found I had to come under the 
rod, my Father’s rod, and He 
whipped me into subjection until 
I came to the place where I was 
ready to confess my failure and 
be restored to fellowship with 
Him. But I was just as truly His 
child while getting a good whip- 
ping as I was when the effects of 
it had restored me to fellowship. 
Your child does not cease to be 
your child when you have him 
over your knee and are using the 
slipper on him. It is because he 
is your child, and because you 
want him to grow up to be a 
well-behaved boy, that you do 
that. And so we believe in the per- 
severance of the Holy Spirit of 
God, that having begun the work 
He will carry it on to completion. 


New Creation 


In the third place, we base 
the doctrine of the eternal secur- 
ity of the believer upon the fact 
of the new creation. In the fifth 
chapter of Second Corinthians, 
verse 17, we read: “Therefore if 
any man be in Christ, he is a new 
creature: old things are passed 
away; behold, all things are be- 
come new.” That verse may be 
rendered like this, “Therefore if 
any man be in Christ, this is 
new creation; old things have pass- 
ed away, and all things have be- 
come new.” 


What do we mean by new crea- 
tion? Just this: we were once in 
the place of death, we were once 
utterly lost and ruined. How did 


|we get there? Follow me now. 


It was not by any act of our 
own. Do you say, “I did not get 
into the place of spiritual death 
by any act of my own?” No, you 
did not. Do you say, “I was not 
lost because of any act of my 
own?” No, you were not. But 
why were you numbered among 
the lost? Because you were born 
into the world a member of the 
old creation of which Adam the 
first was the head, and every child 
of Adam’s race comes into the 
world lost and is under sentence 
of death. And so we read in this 
same chapter in verse 14, “The 
love of Christ constraineth us; be- 
cause we thus. judge, that if One 


died for all, then were all dead.’ . 


The Two Adams 


Let me try to make that clear. 
Here is Adam the first, the head 
of the old creation, and he was 
placed on trial in the Garden of 
Eden. The entire world was rep- 
resented in him—you were rep- 
resented in him, I was represent- 
ed in him. As the Spirit of God 
says of Levi, “He was yet in 
the loins of his father, when 
Melchisedec met him” (Heb. 7: 
10), so we, every one of us, were 
represented there in Adam when 
the old creation was on trial. A- 
dam failed, and God said, “In the 
day thou eatest thereof, dying 
thou shalt die.” Asa result of that 
failure the old creation fell down 
in death, and every person that 
has ever been born in the world 
since that time was born down 
there; no one has been born up 
here, where Adam the first start- 
ed, except .our Lord Jesus Christ, 
and His birth was a supernatural 
one. Therefore, as members of the 
old creation we were all dead, all 
lost; but now see what happened. 
Our Lord Jesus Christ came into 
the world—the written Word here 
speaks of Him as the living Word 
—and He stood on this plane of 
sinlessness. Adam was created sin- 
less but fell; Jesus came, the sin- 
less One, conceived of the Holy 
Ghost, born of a virgin mother, 
but He saw men down there in 
death, and at the cross He went 
down into death, down to where 
man was, and came up in grace 
from death. But He did not come 
up alone, for God has quickened 
us together with Christ, so that 
all who believe in Him are 
brought up from that place of 
death; and as at one time we 
were made partakers of Adam’s 


race sO now we are made par- | 


takers of a new creation. 

What does God do for us now? 
Does He put us where Adam was 
before and say, “Now behave 
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yourselves, and you won't die a- 
gain’? No, He puts us up higher 
than Adam could ever have gone 
except by a new and divine crea- 
tion. “He hath raised us up to- 
gether, and made us sit together 
in heavenly places in Christ Je- 
sus” (Eph. 2: 6), and because we 
belong to this new creation we 
can never be lost. You were lost 
because the head of the old crea- 
tion failed, and you went down 
with him. You can never be lost 
unless the Head of the new crea- 
tion falls, and if He does you will 
go down with Him. But, thank 
God, He remains on the throne 
where God Himself has put Him, 
in token of His perfect satisfac- 
tion in the work He accomplished. 

You may have heard of the 
Trishman who was converted but 
was seized with a dreadful fear 
that someday he might commit 
some great sin and lose his soul, 
that he might -be lost after all, 
and he trembled at the thought. 
He went to a meeting and heard 
the words read, “Ye are dead, 
and your life is hid with Christ in 
God.” “Glory to God!” shouted 
Pat; “whoever heard of a man 
drowning with his head that high 
above water?” We are linked with 
Him, we belong to the new crea- 
tion, and that is why we shall 
never be lost. 


Eternal Life Possessed Now 


In the last place, we rest the 
truth of the doctrine of the eter- 
nal security of the believer upon 
the fact that the believer is the 
present possessor of eternal life. 
It is not merely that if we are 
faithful to the end we shall re- 
ceive eternal life. There is a sense 
in which that is true, there is a 
sense in which our hope is eternal 
life. I am a Christian now if I 
believe on the Lord Jesus Christ; 
believing on Him I have eternal 
life, but I have it in a dying body. 
I am now waiting for the redemp- 
tion of the body, and when the 
Lord Jesus comes the second time 
He shall change this body of my 
humiliation and make it like unto 
the body of His glory. Then I 
shall have received eternal life in 
all its fulness, spirit, soul, and 
body. entirely conformed to Christ. 


In that sense I am hoping for 
eternal life. But over, and over, 
and over again, Scripture rings the 
changes on the fact that every be- 
liever is at the present time in pos- 
session of eternal life. “As Moses 
lifted up the serpent in the wilder- 
ness, even so must the Son of Man 
be lifted up; that whosoever be- 
lieveth in Him should not perish, 
have eternal life’ (John 3:14, 

Adam’s life was forfeitable life, 
he lost his life because of sin. 
Eternal life is nonforfeitable life, 
otherwise it would not be eternal. 
“For God so loved the world. that 
He gave His only begotten Son, 
that whosoever believeth in Him 
should not perish, but have ever- 
lasting life’ (John 3: 16). Ever- 
lasting life is life that lasts for- 
ever, and we have it now. “He 
that believeth on the Son hath 
everlasting life: and he that be- 
lieveth not the Son shall not see 
life; but the wrath of God a- 
bideth on him” (John 3: 36). 
“Verily, verily, I say unto you, he 
that heareth my word, and be- 
lieveth on him that sent me, hath 
everlasting life, and _ shall not 
come into condemnation; but is 
passed from death unto life” 
(John 5: 24). 


His Sheep Follow Him 


I have purposely left this point 
until last because people generally 
take it for granted it will be the 
first passage used in taking up 
this subject. In John 10, reading 
from verse 27, we are told, “My 
sheep hear my voice, and I know 
them, and they follow me.” Notice 
these three things. It matters not 
what profession a man makes, if 
he does not hear the voice of the 
Son of God he is not a Christian, 
and therefore the Saviour does 
not know him as His own. No 
matter what profession he may 
make, if he does not follow the 
Lord Jesus Christ he is only a 
sham and a fraud and a hypocrite. 
He may follow for a little while 
outwardly, like those of whom the 
Apostle Peter speaks: who. walk. in 
the way of righteousness and ‘then 
turn from it. “But it is happened 
unto them according to the true 
proverb, The dog is turned to his 


own vomit again; and the sow 
that was washed to her wallowing 
in the mire” (II Pet. 2:22). If 
that dog had ever been regenerat- 
ed and become a sheep, if that sow 
had ever been changed and be- 
come a lamb, neither would have 
gone back to the filth; but, you 
see, the dog was always a dog, and 
the sow was always a sow. They 
were just whitewashed, not wash- 
ed white, they were never regen- 
erated, and so went back to the 
old things. 

But the sheep of Christ are dif- 
ferent. “They follow me,” Jesus 
says. Be careful. Do not profess 
to be one of His sheep if you do 
not follow Him. It is the test 
of reality. There are many people 
who tell us, “At such and such 
a time I was converted, I went 
forward, I signed a card.” You 
can do all of these things, and be 
lost forever. What you need is a 
new birth, and when you are born 
again, you get a new life, and when 
you receive a new life, you love 
to follow Jesus, and if you do 
not, you are not a Christian. Take 
that home. Examine your own 
foundations a bit. 


A Dangerous Doctrine? 


People say, “If you preach this 
doctrine of the eternal security 
of the believer, men will say, 
‘Well, then it doesn’t make any 
difference what I do, I will get 
to Heaven anyway.’ ” It makes 
a tremendous difference what you 
do. If you do not behave yourself, 
it shows that you are not a real 
Christian. I know that a real 
Christian may fail, but the dif- 
ference can be seen in Peter and 
Judas. Peter failed, and failed ter- 
ribly, but he was genuine, and 
one look from Jesus sent him out 
weeping bitterly; his heart was 
broken to think that he had so 
dishonored his Lord. But Judas 
companied with the Lord almost 
three-and-a-half years, and was a 
devil all the time; he was a thief, 
and was seeking his own interest. 
He was even made the treasurer 
of that company, and he held the 
bag, but we read, “He bare a- 
way what was put therein” (John 
12:6), as this has been literally 


translated. At last remorse over- 


took him, not genuine repentance, 
and what was the result? He went 
and hanged himself. He was never 
a child of God. There is a great 
difference, you see, between a 
Christian and a false professor. 


Justified by Faith 


“My sheep hear my voice, and 
I know them, and they follow me: 
and I give unto them eternal life.’’ 
Do you believe it? I do not un- 
derstand how people can read a 
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passage like that and then talk 
about a Christian losing his life. 
It would not be eternal if it could 
be lost. “And they shall never 
perish, neither shall any man 
pluck them out of my hand.” The 
original is very strong here. In 
the English a double negative 
makes an affirmative, but in 
Greek it only strenthens a de- 
claration, “They shall never, no, 
never, perish.” It is impossible,

ft is unthinkable, that one who 
has eternal life shall ever perish. 
“My Father, which gave them 
me, is greater than all; and no 


man is able to pluck them out 


of My Father’s hand,” 

Here I am, a poor lost sinner, 
but the Lord in grace picks me 
up and saves me, and I am in His 
hand. And now the Father puts 
His hand around too, and I am in 
the hand of the Father and of 
the Son, and the Devil himself 
cannot get me unless he can 
loosen those hands. Could you 
think of any greater security than 
to be in the hands of the Father

and of the Son? “Never perish”’— 
“eternal life’—what wondrous 
words are these! Do not be afraid 
of God's truth. As well be afraid 
of the beginning of the gospel 
that God can freely forgive and 
justify a guilty sinner by faith in 
the Lord Jesus Christ. People try 
to put guards around that truth 
and say, “Yes, you are justified 
by faith if you have enough good 
works to add to it.” That is not 
true; it is by faith alone, and good 
works spring from that. When you 
know you have eternal life, you 
will find your heart so filled with 
love to Christ that you will try 


to live for His glory. 


Objections 


There will be certain passages 
coming up in the minds of dif- 
ferent ones, and they will say, 
“What he has said may sound 
logical enough, but what about 
this Scripture and that?” Let me 
say, there is no possible Scripture 
that will come to your mind that 
the present speaker has not con- 
sidered carefully over and over 
again. I have not time in one ad- 
dress to go into all these, but I 
can assure you that having ex- 
amined them all with the greatest 
degree of care, I have never been 
able to find one that can set 
aside this: “Neither death, nor 
life, nor angels, nor principali- 


ties, nor powers, nor things pres- 
ent, nor things to come, nor height, 
nor depth, nor any other creature, 
shall be able to separate us from 
the love of God, which is in Christ 
Jesus our Lord.” 


If you have a clear, definite, 
positive Scripture, do not allow 
some passage that is perplexing, 
that is difficult of interpretation, 
that seems somewhat ambiguous, 
to keep you from believing the 
positive statement, “He that be- 
lieveth hath everlasting life.” It is 
because I have a salvation like 
this to offer to men, it is because 
God has sent me to proclaim a 
salvation like this to sinners, that 
I have confidence in inviting peo- 
ple to come to Jesus, for I know 
if they get in living touch with 


my Saviour He will make them 
His forever.
